With the severe weather season with us (we were fortunate last year 
with very little severe weather), Ed Heath Chief Meteorologist-in 
Charge of National Weather Service at the Akron-Canton Airport, has 
announced the following Spotter Training sessions. 


On Thursday April 20th, he will conduct two sessions in Stark 
County, the first one at 1:00 PM and the second at 7:00 FM in the 
evening. These sessions will be held courtesy of Timken Mercy Medical 
Center, in the former nurses training auditorium, located at the 
northeast corner of the parking pavilion. Free parking has been 
arranged in the north parking lot. If the gate is not open, tell 
security on the intercom that you are there for the Spotter Training. 
It is being sponsored by the Emergency Preparedness Center and the 
Stark County Safety Council. Doug West TMMC Security Chief, is in 
charge and if you are planning on attending, please give Doug a call 
and register with him, so he will know how big a crowd to expect. Call 
his office on 489-1000.

The following was written by Paul Knight (Accu-Weather “and Fenn 
State Weather Channel) and appeared in the "Pennsylvania Magazine", 
February 1989, 


THE HIDDEN SQURCE 


IT MAY BE HARD TO BELIEVE, BUT THERE I8 A GOVERNMENT AGENCY WHERE 
WORKERS TOIL 365 DAYS A YEAR = 24 HOURS EACH DAY = IN QUIET ANONYMITY,

PRIMARY MISSION IS TO INFORM AND PROTECT THE AMERICAN PEOPLE FROM 
WEATHER DANGERS. 


PROVIDERS OF WEATHER FORECASTS HAVE GREATLY MULTIPLIED IN THE LAST 
20 YEARS, WITH MANY RADIO AND TELEVISION STATIONS AND NEWSPAPERS HIRING 
INDIVIDUAL METEOROLOGISTS OR CONSULTING FIRMS. HOWEVER, NO PRIVATE 
WEATHER FORECASTER COULD DO BUSINESS WITHOUT THE NATIONAL WEATHER 
SERVICE. 


THE SERVICE, IN COOPERATION WITH THE FEDERAL. AVIATION 
ADMINISTRATION, ALSO MAINTAINS A SPRAWLING NETWORK OF | OBSERVING 
STATIONS AT AIRPORTS AROUND THE NATION. MORE THAN 700 OF THESE AIRFORTS 
TAKE WEATHER OBSERVATIONS EACH HOUR AND NEARLY 100 WEATHER SERVICE 
OFFICES AT THE AIRFORTS LAUNCH WEATHER BALLONS TWICE EACH DAY. 


THE SERVICE OPERATES FOUR WEATHER SATELLITES, WHICH KEEP A CONSTANT 
EYE ON THE EVER~CHANGING WEATHER PICTURE. IN THE BASEMENT OF A SUBURBAN

At 
the Weather Service, Bob KX8V and Bill K8JZN manned the two radios.
